The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1: 

In line 3, replace ~ "code embedded" ~ with ~ "digitally-embedded 
programming instruction" ~. 

In line 33, replace ~ "the first faceprint" ~ with ~ "a first faceprint" ~. 

Claim 27: 

In line 34, replace ~ "the first faceprint" ~ with ~ "a first faceprint" ~. 
Claim 44: 

In line 2, after ~ "comprising" ~ and before ~ ":" ~, insert ~ using a processor 
to perform the steps of ~. 

In line 25, replace ~ "the first faceprint" ~ with ~ "a first faceprint" ~. 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to papers filed on 1/27/09. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to applicant's amendment received on 1/27/09, all requested changes to the 
specification and claims have been entered. Claims 60-62 have been added. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. terminal disclaimers filed on 1/27/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of application 
numbers 10/764274, 10/764335, 10/764339 and 10/763801 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. As to claim 1, none of the prior art teach or fairly suggests the limitation "a fiirther 
confirmation to determine whether the new faceprint corresponds to a known identity when 
comparisons of the face classifier parameter values of a first faceprint with multiple archived 
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faceprints corresponding to a same known identity result in at least one determination of an 
identity match and at least one determination that the identities do not match", in combination 
with the other limitations of the claim. The prior art of Kee, already or record, discloses face 
detection, normalization, face recognition, a workflow module and a database module, but does 
not teach or fairly suggest further confirmation to determine whether the new faceprint 
corresponds to a known identity when comparisons of the face classifier parameter values of a 
first faceprint with multiple archived faceprints corresponding to a same known identity result in 
at least one determination of an identity match and at least one determination that the identities 
do not match, as disclosed in the limitations of claim 1 . 

Claims 27 and 44 recite similar limitations to those of claim 1 and are allowable for 
similar reasons as indicated above for claim 1.
